ECRETARY WHITING 
The appointment 
of William 


by President 
Coolidge F. Whiting of Hol- 
yoke, Mass., to be Secretary of Com- 
merce, in place of Secretary Hoover, is

IGNS OF SANITY 

A sign of returning sanity in the 
Municipal Power Bureau is the agree- 
ment reached with the Southern Califor- 
nia Edison Company. This agreement 
means that the city will not squander 
some $5,000,000 for a steam plant for 
which there is, and will be, no need, and 
that the Power Bureau will thereby be 
better enabled to meet its legitimate ob- 
ligations, It also settles some pending 
litigation over bills for service and over 
taxes—and settlement of litigation is 
generally a good thing, since few besides 
lawyers ever profit from a suit. 

Intended to gare the face of Chief En- 
gineer Scattergood, doubtless, is a pro- 
vision in the agreement that the Edison 
Company will set aside, at its Long 
Beach steam plant, a 35,000-kilowatt 
unit exclusively for city use. This is 
10,000 kilowatts more capacity than the 
Power Bureau would have obtained in 
its own proposed steam plant, the dar- 
ling of Scattergood’s heart and of that 
of his principal supporter on the Power 
Board, Dr. John R. Haynes. If the city 
required a steam plant—and Scatter- 
good was never able to furnish any 
proof that it did that satisied anybody 
but Dr. Haynes—it now has one, built by 
competent engineers and to be operated 
by men who know more about electricity 
than about politics. This steam plant 
will furnish no jobs for deserving mem- 
bers of the Kent Parrot gang, no con- 
tracts for friends of the Cryer adminis- 
tration. . 

Of course the city is out money on the 
deal. It is out the time spent in fooling 
around and preparing plans for this 
plant, it will have to pay, doubtless, for 
the privilege of cancelling machinery

REEN GOODS UNDER PAPER 

Save your old papers and let them 
mulch the onion bed. An article on this 
subject is discussed in the Literary Di- 
gest. The original story is in the Scien- 
tific American and the writer supplies 
proof of some wonderful results from the 
use of paper in stimulating plant growth. 
It has been known for years to the pine- 
apple growers in the Hawaiian Islands, 
where there has been a 30 per cent in- 
crease in the crop at a huge saving in 

labor. 
Our own Department of Agriculture 
has been carrying on tests for three or 
four years and in every crop except the 
meek and lowly peanut the results have 
been surprisingly beneficial. In the Ha- 
walian Islands a special grade of coarse 
black paper is used. The planters bought 
more than $500,000 worth of it last year, 
but they more than got their money 


back. The tough paper is spread over 


raised above the gutter demonstration of | I h 


the soll. The result is that the sharp 
shootings of the young plants puncture 
this with ease, but the weeds are smoth- 
ered and killed. The use of black paper 
drew the sun and raised the temperature 
of the soil. The rains would reach the 
earth by degrees—between the shoots of 
paper or down the stems of the plants. 
In this way the moisture would be re- 
tained and have more enduring value. 
Also the original cultivation of the soil 
would be preserved throughout the en- 
tire growing period. This all makes a 
wonderful difference in the use of labor 
ir. caring for the crop. 

In this country the experiments with a 
paper mulch have been made in various 
ways and with numerous crops. In some 
cases waste paper was merely thrown on 
the ground and gradually mulched in. 
In other cases long rolls of coarse paper 
are unrolled across the fleld and left to 
practically cover all the furrows. In 
practically every case an increase of 
more than 100 per cent in the crop has 
been noted. This should make the ex- 
periment worth while to any farmer or 
gardener in the land.
